Tun*  is  no  Ufa  so  adventurous 
romantic  as  the  life  of  the  mariner  ;  whe¬ 
ther  forcing  his  way  through  the  fror.on 
icebergs  of  the  North,  or  roaming  through 
the  fairy  isles  of  the  Pacific,  there  is  * 
chain  that  binds  him  to  his  ocean 
Thus  thinks  the  Old  Commodore,  when 
looking  over  his  log-book,  ha  t email*  the 
accncs  <>f  early  youth,  whep,  in  life* 
prime,  he  roamed  o’er  the  ooeau.  and 
wiobss  be  was  young  again.

It  wos  on  s  bright  and  smiling  morn,  sll 
nature  looked  gay;  the  bouudleas  ocean 
slept  as  an  nn  weaned  child  -Neptane  had 
withdrawn  his  wrath,  and  all  around  was 
sunshine  and  joy.

m  whale  is  mate.  Tbs 
a  sperm  whale's  throat  is  large  enough  to 
■wallow  a  oalf,  but  a  right  whale  could 
hardly  fores  down  an  egg.  A  right  whale’s 
tongue  sometimes  will  moke  ten  or  fifteen 
barrels  oil,  bat  a  sperm  whale  has  one 
only  a  few  inches  long.  The  instinct  of  a 
whale  la  wonderful  in  finding  his  wgy 
through  the  trackless  ocean.  We  took  ■ 
whale  once  that  wm  harpooned  off  the 
Cape  De  Verd  Islands,  Atlantic  ocean,  in 
the  Pacific,  off  the  Navigator  Islands, 
nearly  90,000  mile*  distant.  We  knew 
thU  by  the  mark*  of  the  old  harpoon  re 
msining  in  him.  The  whales  bare  regular 
posture  ground  ;  sometimes  they  will  be 
off  Alaska,  on  Japan,  and  on 
off  sheen  ground  of  South  America.  The 
whale  nurses  its  yomig  likens  cow,  and  it 
is  a  very  interesting  sight  to  see  s  sehootot 
cow-whales  and  their  little  oab 
on  the  blue  waters  like  so  many  kitten* 
Bat  half  cannot  be  told.  It  would  repay 
ly  one  to  spend  three  or  four  years  to 
see  the  wonders  of  old  ooesn.

That  there  are  healthy  and  unhealthy 
occupation*  is  known  to  all  rlssses  in  so¬ 
ciety.  What  they  really  are,  is,  however, 
not  so  well  understood.  It  is  the  duty  of 
life  insnranoe  companies  to  ascertain  what 
are  healthy  and  unhealthy  businesses.  It 
is  the  work  of  the  actuaries  to  clearly  set 
forth  what  the  rate  of  mortality  io  each 
occupation  is,  so  far  as  that  rate  can  be 
properly  obtained.  Considerable  attention 
has  been  given  to  this  subject  in  recent 
years,  and  we  now  know  pretty  clearly  and 
definitely  what  occupations  are  attended 
with  a  high  rate  of  mortality. 

Taking  the  census  returns  of  Great 
Britain,  giving  the  various  occupations  of 
the  whole  people,  and  the  death  rate 
amongst  those  from  25  to  65  years  of  age, 
tables  of  mortality  have  been  prepared 
setting  forth  the  average  deaths,  per  1,000 
pencil i  living,  in  rash  occupation. 

The  returns  of  Friendly  Benefit  Socie¬ 
ties  forms  a  similar  table  which  varies  so

Amongst  all  the  workers  in  metals  it  will 
be  observed  that  copper  miners  die  off 
quickest ,  copper  and  lead  manufacturer* 
faster  than  those  employed  in  any  other 
manufacture  ;  and  oopperamiths  somewhat 
in  excess  of  any  other  smiths.  This  is  the 
natural  result  of  the  deleterious  influence 
of  copper  on  the  health  of  the  human 
body. 

Facta  like  these  have  led  English  Life 
Insurance  Companies  to  be  very  cautious 
engaged  in  certain  oc¬ 
cupation*.  There  is  hardly  any  respect¬ 
able  oompany  amongst  them  now  that  will 
at  all  insure  the  lives  of  any  class  of  liqaor 
dealers.  They  established,  some  years 
ago,  themselves,  “The  Licensed  Victual¬ 
lers’  Life  Insurance  Company,”  to  meet  this 
want,  fancying  their  lives  ss  good  ss  any 
others.  The  death-rate  was  so  great  and 
the  claim*  so  many— none  bnt  drink-sellers 
being  insured  by  the  company— that  in  a 
few  yean  it  became  bankrupt  and  had  to 
be  "  wound  up”  m  the  Court  of  Chan- 
oery, 

persons  engaged  in  mining  occupa¬ 
tions  are,  of  epurae,  charged  extra  for  the 
rink*  We  think  that,  as  these  results  of 
occupation  upon  health  and  longevity  come 
to  be  more  carefully  analyzed  and  tabu¬ 
lated,  the  various  life  insurance  companies

It  will  thuobe  seen  that  the  lowest  death- 
rate  occurs  amongst  ‘‘Domestic  Garden 
L  A  gardeners  who  reside  in  the 
s  of  their  employers,  and  are  thus 
well  cared  for  and  well  fed.  The  very 
highest  death-rate  is  amongst  hotel  k  eep- 
en  who,  though  haring  little  or  nothing 
of  any  kind  of  labor  to  perform — living  at 
command  partaking  of  the  best  food, 
yet  die  off  at  nearly  quadruple  the  rate  of 
domestic  gardener*.  The  table  certainly 
presents  facts  of  the  utmost  importance 
as  to  the  influence  of  drinks  and  stimu- 
_  >n  health.  Tn  every  one  of 
different  classes  of  drink-dealers,  the  mor¬ 
tality,  it  will  be  observed,  Is  very  high, 
being  lowest  for  beer  sellers.  Ian  keepers 
and  hotel  keepers  appear  as  the  least 
healthy.  In  no  other  clam  of  resnlta  is 
such  a  high  death-rate  presented  as 
amongst  the  various  occupations  con¬ 
nected  with  drinks  and  stimulants. 

Amongst  professional  gentleman  th« 
lowest  death  rate  is  that  prevailing  in  the 
ranks  of  the  clergy.  The  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land  and  all  other  Protestant  ministers  die 
at  a  very  little  over  10  per  1,000  of  all  liv- 
ing  st  agoa  varying  from  26  to  65  yearn, 
rhe  Roman  Catholic  clergy  die  at  the  rate 
of  16.7  per  1,000  of  their  class.  Assrule, 
they  are  not  so  comfortably  oared  lor  os 
Protestant  ministers.  The  kindly  hand  of 
wife  and  child  also  in  Ui*  hoar  of  aicknem 
is  mote  potent  in  restorative  infii 
than  the  hands  of  the  strangers,  be  the  lat¬ 
ter  ever  so  friendly  and  assiduous  in  their 
attention*  Three  ciroamstanoee  will  folly 
account  for  the  somewhat  high  death-rate 
amongst  Catholic  clergy 

It  is  remarkable,  too,  that  in  the  medi¬ 
cal  profession,  while  physicians  die  at  the 
rate  of  lift  per  1,000,  the  snrgeou*  and 
apothecaries  ilia  at  a  rate  of  18.7  per  1,000. 
The  two  ranks  of  physicians  and  surgeons 
Are  kept  very  distinct  in  England  The 
most  eminent  snrgeon  is  merely  styled 
•‘Mr.";  the  title  "Dr.”  being  only  ap¬ 
plied  to  physicians.  As  a  rule,  snrgeooa

Sinch  the  publication  of  Prof.  TyndaT* 
ideas  on  this  subject,  it  has  been  largely 
discovered  by  many  eminent  men  who 
have  held  very  different  opinions,  and  yet 
I  think  that,  aside  from  the  most  radical 
pros  and  eons,  these  opinions  are  not  so 
widely  apart  ss  many  people  believe.

If  the  hos¬ 
pital  experiment  proposed  by  Tyndal 
should  be  tried  (though  how  a  man  of  his 
ability  and  fairness  could  propose  a  thing 
so  obviously  unfeasible,  puzzles  me  !)  we 
should  not  expect  very  materially  different

w.  Eoitobs  :  I  am  pleased  to  no¬ 
tice  the  great  improvement  to  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  Gazette,  and  feel  certain  the 
management  will  receive  credit  for  having 
made  a  move  in  the  proper  direction.

The  reappearance  of 
dobbin  in  his  proper  sphere  has  had  an 
enlivening  effect  on  all  kinds  of'busineas, 
and  has  forced  the  impetuous  ox  into  an 
unmerited  oblivion.  The  theatrical  mano- 
rejoiring  in  tha  hope  of  replen¬ 
ished  exchequers  by  reason  of  tbe  resump¬ 
tion  of  street-car  travel,  and  feel  assured 
'  an  increased  attendance  of  the  public. 
Navigation  bos  dosed  for  the  year.  Cold 
eather  came  on  ao  unexpectedly,  and 
with  suoh  severity,  that  many  sad  cases  of 
shipwreck  have  occurred  on  the  lake.  A 
large  fleet  of  vessels  generally  make  Chi¬ 
cago  their  winter  quarters,  and  usually  ar¬ 
rive  before  extreme  cold  weather  oomea 
This  Fall  numbers  of  them  have 
been  eompeUed  to  stop  at  Milwaukee  and 
other  points,  and  not  a  few  have  oarried 
their  crews  to  the  bottom  of  the  lake. 

Among  the  greet  improvements  in  op¬ 
erations  here,  I  may  mention  os  one  of 
the  most  important,  the  new  public  library. 
This  enterprise  is  destined  to  occupy  a 
conspicuous  place  in  the  reputation  of  the 
city,  and  will  bear  ample  testimony  to  the 
liberal  spirit  that  characterizes  the  public 
officers  of  Chicago.  The  contribution  of 
books  from  England  ia  large,  and  in¬ 
sists  of  many  works  of  rare  value.  The 
reading  room  will  be  plentifully  supplied 
with  the  periodicals  of  this  oountry  and 
Europe.  Eight  different  languages  will  be 
represented,  and  there  will  be  but  few  of 
the  very  cosmopolitan  inhabitants  of  Chi¬ 
cago  bnt  can  find  there  a  journal  in  their 
own  language.  On  the  7th of  last  month, 
the  legislature  passed  a  tow  providing  a 
Library  Fund  of  one-fifth  of  a  mill  on  all 
he  taxable  property  of  the  city.  This 
would  give  the  handsome  amount  of 
360,000  a  year  at  present  valuation,  and 
be  snbjeot  to  indefinite  increase.  An  in¬ 
stitution  of  this  character  is  one  of  the 
most  powerful  moral  levers  that  can  bn  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  affair*  of  men,  and  wields  a 
potent  influence  where  all  other  appliances 
fail.  Our  churches  may  do  much  to  ele¬ 
vate  the  standard  of  morals,  but  to  the 
education  of  the  masses  must  be  referred 
tbe  momentous  question  of  the  ultimate 
welfare  of  our  Great  Republic.

Fill  Kerosene  lamps  only  by  daylight 
ad  never  near  a  fire  or  light 
Do  not  deposit  coal  or  wood  ashes  to 
wooden  vessels,  and  be  sure  burning  cin¬ 
ders  are  extinguished  before  deposited. 
Never  place  a  light  or  ashes  under  a 
sir-case. 

Never  take  a  light  into  a  closet  ' 

Do  not  read  ip  bed  by  tomp-light,  or 
other  lights,  near  curtain* 

Place  glass  shades  over  lights  in  show 
windows,  and  do  not  crowd  goods  near 
ibem. 

Smoking  should  not  be  permitted  in 
warehouses,  particularly  where  goods  of  an 
flammable  nature  are  stored.
